religious aristocracy, that we hear it announc¬ 
ed that “there must be a special ministry for 
the poor!” What a confession is involved in 
that statement, true as it is! If religion is 
ever to benefit essentially the mass of men, it 
mU st meet them within the range of their own 
sympathies. If it ever receives their confi¬ 
dence for future good, they must be made to 
jbel its present benefit. Let religion strike 

off the chains of the slave, and it will have 

lane more to intertwine itself with the heart of 
man than all the logic, theology and learned 
disquisitions of a century can do. Why do 
we not hear such speeches as the following at 
go me of our missionary anniversaries in this 
country? There is certainly quite as much 
need of them—is there less freedom of speech, 
or of spirit here? The perusal of it will af¬ 
ford our readers as much pleasure as it has 
ourself: 


The following extracts are from a speech 
by Sir. Dawson, of Birmingham, at a meet- 
in'- of the Baptist Home Missisnary Society, 
in London, in May. 

“1 began to-day with a strange sight at the 
Old Bailey. And I went there on purpose, 
though I abominate such sights. I went there 
to see the state of the people, for it is not by 
sitting at chapels or attending meetings that 
we can ascertain their state. Religion is get¬ 
ting too delicate and refined. We must take 
it as Christ took it, and go into the lanes and 
alleys, and make it for ourselves. And, as to 
the moral effects of a hanging, you should 
have watched the mob. All that is licentious, 
filthy, and abominable, was under the very 
gallows-tree. Words that disgrace ithe at¬ 
mosphere of a Christian land were spoken.— 
These are the people of a Christian and en¬ 
lightened country. The ignorance of the ru¬ 
ral districts is beyond expression. You may 
read it in the reports to Parliament, where 
you hear of numbers that never heard the 
name of Christ. It also exists not only in sev¬ 
eral, but all of our large towns, (hear, hear.) 
We have lost oar hold of the' mass of 
the people. We say it thoughtfully. Go 
into the mass and see who fill our chapels 
—the respectable, as they are called, the gen¬ 
teel, hut not the common people—the work¬ 
ing people have deserted us—they visit the 
pot-house or the park—any where but the 
chapel. Therefore I turn to those Home 
Missions, and see in them the proper cure for 
this state of things. Christ preached to the 
common people; he planted his religion in 
the deep soil of the hearts of the common 
people, and when religion ceases to make this 
appeal to the people, its strength begins to 
die. Martin Luther, that grand soul, came 
tosettbe disordered church right. And how 
did he do it? Not by appealing to the upper 
classes alone, but by street and ballad singing, 
and also by giving the people the Bible in 
their broad German tongue, (hear, hear.)— 
In this country, when religion got cold and 
genteel again, its gloves were on, it was no 
longer the religion of the people. VV hitefield 
and Wesley, noble souls, then came forth to 
revive it. How? By going into the fields, to 
the fairs and market-places, to the very dii 
reputable places iudeed, and to the very vu 
gar people indeed, (cheers.) And they r< 
vived religion. I say religion wants another 
Revival in this country; and, I believe, relig¬ 
ion must take a considerably different charac¬ 
ter from what it now bears. We must begin 
With the people—I make it my duty to visit 
the workmen of Birmingham, and they tell 
me that our preaching is technical, ana that 
our talk is of chapel rents and pew rents.— 
*hey begin with the church of England, and 
they show me their well-fed pastors and their 
Well-filled pews; hut there is no place for the 
Poor man, or, if there is, he must have the 
Huddle mark of poverty; indeed, we can nev- 
or clothe our charity children in this country, 
“«t we have a middle mark on them as the 
termer on his sheep. They say, Well, the 
dissenters are nearly as had—their religion 
Consists of a set of technicalities which they 
rjtonot understand—nor can they understand

solve to do it, there would be fifty-two thous¬ 
and visits paid in the year to the neglected, de¬ 
graded and oppressed. Would not this change 
the face of things? Your visits should not be 
exclusively religious; that is, give them noth- 
mg but a sermon, nothing but prayer. Give 
them lessons in faith, and show it in action.— 
Give them the bread they need; for Christ 
says, ‘Peed the hungry;’ give them clothing, 
if they lack it; for Christ says, ‘Clothe the 
naked;’ give them freedom if they leant it; 
for the Old Testament speaks nobly of those 
who stand up for the oppussed, who lift up a 
truthful testimony against unrighteousness 
and injustice, whether in high places or 
among the people. These are my reasons for 
supporting this Society. We must do as 
Luther, and Wesley, and Whitefield did.— 
You must go as men, and not as gentlemen, 
(loud cheers.) We have seen visits paid to 
the homes of the poor, and the chair was too 
dirty for a genteel person to sit down; or the 
man’s hand was too hard or too black for a 
gentleman to grasp it. If this is the spirit in 
which you go to the houses of the poor, I say 
keep away, or you will make them stand up 
in the atitude of defiance. Men can he led 
where they cannot be driven. There is a 
certain obstinaey in most of us, lead us you 
may, but you catmot drive us an inch,(cheers.) 

1 honor him who knows how to be a gentle¬ 
man among gentleman, a man among men, a 
child among children, and can retain his man¬ 
liness to the last. Break the poor man’s loaf 
with him; take his pinch of salt with him; 
shake his hand warmly; inquire into his wel¬ 
fare; make out his work; doff that white 
hand for a moment; lay aside that perfume 
for a moment, if then mayest but win bis 
heart.

The following from the Emancipator is part 
of a Thanksgiving sermon, the author ofj 
which will not be mistaken by any who ever 
read “ The Alliance ofAhab and Jehoshaphat ,” 
who ever saw Rev. J. C. L. Read slow— 
and inwardly digest.

and stringent laws-and all their wicked 
deeds are organic sins, the individuals corn- 
Dosiim the band of Adullamites are not ac- 
countable as they are for their own personal 


transgressions. The Levite was perplexed 
this remark and looked up as though he 


did not fully comprehend this saying of Rab- 
bi Solomon-” “Why,” says Aaron, “you 


cannot prove but there may possibly be some 
one among that company of Robbers who is 
a good man. He may have become a robber 
involuntarily. The laws of that company of 
banditti may have compelled him to be one of 1 
them. The implements of robbery may have 
descended to him—all his property may be 
rested in bludgeons, daggers, swords, lassoos, 

rl other instruments for waylaying and 
catching the unsuspecting traveller. Besides 
while he remains there a member of the com¬ 
munity, he owns a share of all the plunder 
stowed away beneath the stone ribs of the 
cave of Adullam. If lie leaves his paternal 
inheritance and goes up to Mt. Ephraim he 
would become poor and be obliged to fall 
trees and raise wheat as the Ephrai mites do. 
So if he goes up to Zelfulon, he must leave 
all his plunder and try the perils of the sea.” 
“We ought not to say, therefore, that unless 
he make the resolute sacrifice and renounce 
his property in the goods of Adullam) he is 
therefore not an Israelite indeed—a good man 
and citizen, and should be treated as an out¬ 
cast from all the distinctions and privileges of 
Jewish Society.” “How can I again,” asks 
Levi, “take the Lamb for sacrifice from the 
hand of one of these organic thieves—why 
the very Lamb he brings me will be stolen— 
it was nursed by other hands than his, and 
then he took it from a poor drover bringing 
up the increase of his flock to sell at Jerusa¬ 
lem to purchase a copy of the law of Moses 
for himself and family to read. Now that 
poor man that was l'obbed will be there look¬ 
ing on when his own ewe Lamb is to be of¬ 
fered—that bloody wretch will bring it, that I 
saw skulking in the bushes close by the 
wounded man, his warm dagger dripping with 
blood—and shall I not expose him before all 
Israel? Doth not the Lord hate robbery for 
burnt offering? Hath not justice a sweet 
savor to him than the fat of Lambs—is it n 
precious in his sight than ri vers of oil 
, yes, Levi, that is all true, hu-t this 
scheme of organic sins is as old as our nation. 
There was our good old Father Jacob and 
his mother combined together and by a sys¬ 
tem of lying, which system by the way is very 
wicked, they contrived to cheat Esau out of 
his birthright. God never reprovedihem for 
it; Of course lying is not a sin per se, it does 
not al ways imply personal guilt; and so far 
as we know Jacob had communion with God 
all this time. And then the same shrewd old 
patriarch fixed the rods wittingly before the 
eyes of the herds, and paid Laban in a little 
of his own coin, and made up for taking an 
extra daughter off his hands by relieving him 
of a large portion of his flocks and his herds. 
God never reproved Jacob, so fax - as we know 
—taking a man’s cattle therefore by fraud is 
not sin in itself; it depends upon circumstan¬ 
ces. Now brothex - , if these Adullamites come 
up to the passover, I think we will kill their 
lamb, and pronounce them clean notwith¬ 
standing they come covered with spoils of 
robbei - y. Besides if we l'efuse they have 
some of the Priests of the first rank among 
themselves. No sooner does one go and join 
them, than they make him a broad and very 
heavy bx - east-plate of gold—they enlarge his 
phylactexfies, makes his ephod of the finest 
linen and require but little labor of him and 
that of the easiest kind. As these robbers 
carx-y on the work of plunder they Occasion¬ 
ally meet with a stubborn resistance on the 
part of the i - obbed and spoiled. They bate to 
take life when they can avoid it. They want 
their victims to go home and come laden 
again with the fruits of their own industi - y.— 
They stopped the mule of a stux-dy Israelite 
one day—a son of Issachar, took from the 
back of the mule, the bag of figs and the bot¬ 
tles of wine which he was carrying up to Je¬ 
rusalem to market. Not. satisfied with this, 
they insisted that the owner should take them 
on his shoulder and eai - ry them up the rugged 
path of the mountain to the mansion of the 
plunderers. Issachar sturdily refused this 
indignity. The Priest was sent for to add 
the sanction of religion to the law of vio¬ 
lence.” “Well he found nothing,” said Levi ; 
“in our sacred books to justify such wrong 
and wickedness as that.” “Indeed he did,” 
answcx - s Aaron, “quote chapter and verse to 
the poor ignorant, but honest son of the hand 
maid.” 

“These men in the cave,” said the Priest, 
“are the descendants of Patriarch Benjamin, 
of whom father Jacob prophesied. “Benja¬ 
min shall raven as a wolf; the morning he 
shall devour the prey, and at night he shall 
dividejthe spoil.” There, that shows you 
that the sons of Benjamin were clearly made 
to live without work—that they were to be 
supported by robbery. Now you see, you 
are one of those whom he was to strip and 
spoil and as it is the will of God you must 
submit and bear it patiently. Just hear fa¬ 
ther Jacob again, when he speaks of your 
tribe, Issachar is a strong ass couching down 
between two burdens—one burden is to raise 
this food, the other to carry it up the moun¬ 
tain—don’t you see how plain it is. Again 
Jacob says of btro—he bowed his shoulder to 
bear and became a servant under tribute.— 
Can anything be plainer than that this whole 
system is all right, sanctioned by our most 
sacred oracles, and by the example of the Pa¬ 
triarchs themselves?” 

“Well,” says Levi, “do as you please Bro. 
Aaron, but I am determined never to slay 
another lamb for sacrifice for one of those rob¬ 
bers, and the next bleeding victim I see dying 
in the road, I intend to stop and help him up, 
and do what I can to heal his wounds,if there 
is never- another lamb to bleed on Mount Mo- 

Why is not this course of i - easoning, these 
worthless apologies in the lips of this Jesuit 
Priest just as conclusive as the apologies 
made for the organic sin of the slaveholders. 
To my mind the cases are precisely parallel, 
and the course of reasoning adopted to excuse 
or mitigate the sins of a multitude, who have 
joined hands to commit iniquity would toler¬ 
ate all sin, when perpetrated by large bodies 
of xnen. The invention is worthy of a disci¬ 
ple of Ignatius Loyola. It was uttered first 
from the l ips of a Jesuit Judge—no Protestant 
shall have the credit of it. Jude Lawless, a 
catholic, in 1S36 at St. Louis charging a jury 
concerning the mob, who burnt McIntosh at 
the stake, says, “If the destruction of the 
murder of Hammond was the act, as I have 
said, of the many—of the multitude, in the 
ordinary sense of these words—not the act of 
numberable and ascertainable malefactors; 
but of congregated thousands, seized upon 
and impelled by that mysterious, metaphysi¬ 
cal, and almost electric frenzy, which in all 
ages and nations has hurried on the infuriated 
multitude to deeds of death aod destructiou— 
then 1 say act not at all in the matter, the case 
then transeeuds your jurisdiction, it is beyond 
the reach of human law.”

RELIGION and slavery. 

We have before us “a condensed anti-slave¬ 
ry Bible Argument, by a Citizen of Virginia,” 
a pamphlet of 90 pages, New York, 1845.— 
We are ever pained when we see or hear 
Religion and Slavery mentioned in connexion 
Here «e confess we lose all that charity 
which we can at times feel towards the great¬ 
est criminals and ihe worst of crimes. We 
imagine that no one looks upon the lion and 
snake with the same feelings- although death 
may be threatened hv both. Go to the field 
of battle, and see the brains scattered from 
the crushed scull, or the great gush of the 
heart’s blood! and the greatest work i f God 
has been marred! This sight is horrid 
enough. But go to the gloomy chamber of 
the victim of secret poison! See the wasted 
form—the anguished eye—the dread of friend 
and foe—the horrible war of the necessary 
craving for food—arid the instinctive keen 
sense of fata) poison-r-now when all that 
God has intended fur support in the trying 
hour are turned into the bitterest curse— 
look there, misery and madness struggling for 
Supremacy'—and cold, certain inevitable death 
the sole arbiter and gjver of rest! Tell us 
now, the untaught impulse of the heart of 
man, is no£ this worse than death in the bat¬ 
tle field? Go see the “cat o’nine” buried in 
the flesh of the unprotected slave—see his 
ashy shrivelled form—his rags—his foul and 
comfortless hilt—tear him from his home— 
blot out from his eye the loved images of wife, 
children, and friends—and who are the men 
who do this thing? Every citizen who by his 
vole allows the vilest wretch to do the. deed 
with impunity ! But the citizen was horn to it 
—love of wealth, pleasure and .pride, have 
usurped the place of unbought conscience: 
many paiiatives come to his help—and ifeon- 
science awakes heaven help us—there is a 
great and merciful and omnipotent God, who 
can purify the most deep stained soul, and 
upon repentance, make the tortured spirit 
happy once more I 

But when and how shall we class that man 
who knocks from under our tottering and 
weary feet this last scaffolding of hope, and 
makes God himself the Worst of tyrants—the 
falsest of friends—the most unjust^of fancied 
existences? The man who attempts to justi¬ 
fy slavery from the Bible is that man! If he 
wins us to his opinions, he makes us art infi¬ 
del—we lose our beliefin the existence of a 
God—our idea of the immortality of the soul 
—all distinction between right and wrong;— 
we sink from the man into the beast—we 
would not scruple to murder our mother for 
A meal of victuals—or scatter the desecrated 
remains of a dead sister, or father, or Wife, 
to mamii'3“our cucumber vines? We thank 
God that instinct is stronger than reasoning, 
and conscience more powerful than argument. 
We do most sincerely believe, and we delib¬ 
erately weigh what we say, that all the hooks 
and papers which have been written to prove 
slavery a divine instiVufion, has never con¬ 
vinced a single man or woman that it was 
right—nonot one! We have not read the ar¬ 
gument above referred to—life is too short 
for a man to read a long discourse to prove 
that a man may not murder his father, or sell 
his country for gold, or enslave his fellow 
man! If then we will not and cannot read 
the argument of our able friend, “A Virgin¬ 
ian,” in defence of the right, what shall we 
say of the God defying defender of the wrong? 
We promised to give the “Alabama Preach¬ 
er” and his class a round, when vve got cool, 
we now postpone it forever, for until this 
miserable and dying being of ours becomes 
deserving of all the ills that flesh' 


^ is its last proposition:—“The eom- 
believe it to be the duty of the Board 
to prosecute the work of saving souls, and of 
teaching the great duties of religion, without 
attempting, any faster that the consciences of 
the people become enlightened, to interfeie 
with the civil conditions of society.” 

This report gave rise to a long and exciting 
debate, in the course of which some of the 
most transcendental sophisms were advanced 
with admirable ingenuiry.

A gentleman writing to the Western Citizen 
makes the following statement on the author¬ 
ity of an old friend and classmate, who has 
long resided in the south, and is intimately 
acquainted with things as they are. He says, 
“such things are not uncommon, especially in 
the south west.” He says:— 

“Take the following as specimens:—A 
master by the name of Bull, was killed some 
year since, by one of his slaves. The follow¬ 
ing was ascertained to he the cause, - The 
master being one evening in the slave quar¬ 
ters, conversing with someone, was frequent¬ 
ly interrupted by the crying of a slave child 
about one year old. Enraged at thus being 
annoyed, he raked open the coals where a 
large fire was burning, seized the little one 
and threw it into the place he had thus pre¬ 
pared before the eyes of its parents. The 
father rushed forward and snatched the little 
sufferer from the burning coals, but not in 
time to save its life. While bending over the 
murdered form of that child, the father swore 
vengeance, watched his opportunity, and the 
inhuman master perished. 

A master by the name of Atkins, was killed 
by his slaves. His inhuman cruelty was 
known to all in that region. For some trifl¬ 
ing offence lie once hung up a slave by the 
great beaut in his barn. This he intended as 
a terror to evil doers among his slaves.— 
Another instance of this master’s inhumanity, 
was toward a beautiful female slave. He re¬ 
peatedly told her if she ever gave birth 


black child, he would kill her. One 
born; he took his guu and deliberately shot 
her. Not long after, his slaves murdered 


him 


I have room for only one other instance of 
the kind. A master by the name of Millet, 
was killed by his slaves. My friend said that 
this man had a coffin made, and was ac¬ 
customed to confine disobedient slaves in it for 
hours, leaving only a small aperture for the 
purpose of admitting air. By threatening to 
bury them alive, &c., he would work upon 
their superstition and fears to such a degree, 
that they would well nigh perish. This mon¬ 
ster met his fate at the hands of his injured 
slave. Do not such facts remove more than 
half the guilt and horrors connected with the 
murder of slave owners at the South, so often 
chronicled in our public prints ? Slaves have 
no law to protect them,, and what, if they em¬ 
brace revenge in the form of self-defence.— 
As facts like these may be expected to multi¬ 
ply if slavery is suffered to exist, no thanks to

The Bible Society — Slaveholding Benevo¬ 
lence. — It appears from the 29ih annual re¬ 
port of the American Bible Society, that the 
increase for the past year from all sources 
has been $166,652,00 tlia whole of which, 
with $2000 of the surplus remaining from the 
previous year has been expended. Of this 
income the slaveholding States contributed 
$32,939,33; the free States $122,799,07.— 
The four largest free Stale contributors were: 
New York, $57,769,72; Massachusetts, $24.- 
279,86; Pennsylvania, $11,987,81; and Ohio, 
©10,818,07. The three largest slave State 
contributors were: Kentucky, $3,905,25; Lou¬ 
isiana, $3,247,76; and Mississippi, #8,108,68. 
Ohio and Massachusetts contribute more than 
all the slave States together, and Connecticut 
within a trifle as much as Virginia and the 
two Carolinas. But still, the great argumen 
urged why we shall continue to hold fellow¬ 
ship wilh slaveholders is, that if we separate 
we shall lose their patronage and aid in benev¬ 
olent caases. Thus gain is made Godlii 
— Chicago News. 


African Colonization. —The Journal of] 
Commerce in an ecstacy of joy, annou 
that $17,000 have been subscribed towards 
the $20,000, necessary to purchase a large 
tract of African territory, as a means of stop¬ 
ping the Slave trade. It recommends “as the 
cheapest, easiest, and best way to stop the 
slave-trade altogether, to encircle the continent 
ibilh such colonies ,” as Liberia. And yetthis 
same Journal of Commerce has been the con¬ 
stant advocate of the grand scheme of villainy,

Mexico, for the avowed purpose of promot¬ 
ing the Slave-trade, and of extending and 
perpetuating Slavery!

If we are to have any change, let 
us have the rates reduced at once to two 
cents for a single letter conveyed to any part 
of the Union, and let us subject to postage 
the loads of newspapers which are now gra¬ 
tuitously conveyed by mail a distance of thir¬ 
ty miles.”

The following is the substance of the reso¬

The Convention recommended the im¬ 
provement of the St. Louis harbor by the gen¬ 
eral Government, and the improvement of 


the Mississippi and Ohio rivers. It is also 
resolved that if the policy of reinforcing our 
Navy with war steamers, he adopted, the 
western waters was proper sources ofsupply, 
that ihe project of connecting the Mississippi 
river with the Lakes of the North, by a ship 
Canal, arid thus, with the Atlantic Ocean, is a 
measure worthy of the enlightened consider¬ 
ation of Congress—that Congress establish a 
National Armory and Foundry at some point 
on the western waters, at as early a period as 
is practicable—that the Marine Hospitals on 
the Western and South Western waters, 
whose construction has been commenced, or 
authorized by Congress, ought to be prosecu¬ 
ted to completion with the least possible de¬ 
lay—that millions of acres of the public do¬ 
main laying on the Mississippi liver and its 
tributaries, now worthless for the purposes of 
cultivation, might be reclaimed by throwing 
up embankments so as to prevent overflows, 
and that this Convention recommend to Con¬ 
gress to take such measures as may be deem¬ 
ed expedient to accomplish that object, by 
grant of land or appropriation of money—that 
ti dry dock of convenient arrangements for 
repairing and refitting of Government vessels 
should he established at some suitable point 
on the Gulf of Mexico—that it is expedient 
that Congress should make tut appropriation 
of money for the purpose of completing the 
military road from the west bank of the Mis¬ 
sissippi, opposite to - Memphis, through the 
ps to the high lands of Arkansas, in the 


direction of the various military posts, &.c. 


’Becoming all things to all Men.” 
here is one lesson of Holy Writ which re¬ 
ceives more favor than all others, among poli¬ 
ticians—and that is, the “becoming of all 
things to all men.” St. Paul exemplified this 
policy in an admirable way, hut never at the 
expense of Truth or Principle. Our politi¬ 
cians, not being saints, or troubled with prin¬ 
ciple, practice the lesson, without limita¬ 
tion. Prince among these politicians is 
Daniel Webster 1 . There is a lovely pliabili¬ 
ty, an irresisiably winning accommodating- 
ness about him, enough to melt an iceberg. 

In his late great speech at Faneuil Hall he 
thus tenderly alluded to the Liberty and Na¬ 
tive American parties: 

“I cannot speak of either of these parties 
in terms of reproach or unkindness. I think 
of them ‘more in sorrow than in anger.’— 
[Applause.] I must look upon some of them 
as upon our brethren who were with us but 
lately, listening and speaking in our councils 
in this very hall. I mean, gentlemen, the 
Native Republican party, of whom it is the 
farthest tiling from my mi nd to speak of them 
or thitik of them with any unkindness.— 
They are ‘bone of our hone and flesh of our 
flesh.’ [Cheers.] 1 lament—deeply, fervent¬ 
ly lament—the course they think it their duty 
to pursue. What can they do? What can 
they do? If there is any thing in this country 
which is a cherished object of the Whigs it is, 
a reformation of the naturalization laws.— 
Who of all the Native American party will 
go farther for this purpose than I have gone, 
and am willing to go still, under the Constitu¬ 
tion, for the protection of America, Native 
American rights, and the purity of the ballot 
box ? [Applause, in the midst of which a loud 
voice cried, ‘You’re a good native, Daniel,’to 
which Mr. Webster answered, as the cheers 
subsided, ‘I rather think I am.’ Renewed 
laughter and applause.]” 

Towards the Liberty party he was, if pos¬ 
sible, still more mellow. 

“1 may not flatter myself, perhaps, that any 
person belonging to that party hears me; hut 
if there lie such, I beseech* him, in brotherly 
love and kindness., and as a partaker in the 
general sentiments ivhich they entertain, to 
consider whether be is not defeating their best 
objects by pursuing the course which they 
have adopted.” 

The great orator’s creed appears to he of as 
many* colors as was Joseph’s coat. A good 
Native American, a pretty fair Liberty man, 
a tborough-goiug Whig! It is proper to say 
that all these tender sentiments were pro- 
uiulged just on the eve of an election in which 
the Whigs greatly longed to re-elect Gover¬ 
nor Briggs.

Eastern shore of the Ohio river, nearly at t ho 
extremity of the narrow neck or point of Vir- 
which extends North between Pennsyl- 
nnd Ohio. During the Inst two years, 
quite a spirit of enterprise hns been awakened 
' , and the city now presents quite a busi- 

’lilte aspect. The immense beds of coal 
found in the hills, which skirt and overtop 
ihe city invite the capitalist nnd the manufac¬ 
turer to try their fortunes here. Some of her 
own citizens, and some from Massachusetts, 
have heeded this inviiation and now the dense 
clouds of smoke which issue from the differ¬ 
ent manufactories give evidence of the lmsi- 
siness done. Extensive plain and flint Glass 
works, Iron foundries, lion rolling mills, nnd 
Noil machines, Flouring mills, and various 
manufactories nro in successful operation.— 
The cheapness of the coal gives to the manu¬ 
facturer here a decided advantage over the 
manufacturer in New England. One compa¬ 
ny from Massachusetts engaged in the manu¬ 
facture of Glass in this city, hns saved eight 
thousand dollars the last year in this one ar¬ 
ticle of coal, by manufacturing here instead of 
Massachusetts. Coal is delivered at the fur¬ 
nace for 1 1-2 or 2 cents per bushel. Western 
Virginia is becoming awake and alive to h— 
interests, henee the desire for a convention 
change the constitution, and abolish the slave 
representation, nnd repeal the property rep¬ 
resentation. Now, in as many counties as a 
in owns land, in so many he has a vote. 
There is but little of Slavery in Wheeling. 
The peculiar location of the city, before men¬ 
tioned, (having Pennsylvania within ten miles 
i the North and East, and Ohio just across 
ie river on the West,) is so favorable to the 
ill-emancipation of the slaves, that but few 
•e now owned here, and these usually, not 
•uelly treated. “This is no place to abuse 
slaves,” said a gentleman to me, “we at 
the free slates, and if our slaves 
e ... into Ohio or Pennsylvania it'is no i 
follow them, we cannot get them.” But while 
ihus much may be said of the mildness of 
slavery here—in other respects it is the same 
relentless, darkening, damning slavery still. 
Attempt to educate the slave— or even the free 
colored man, and the law of the stale, forbids 
you, with its threatening penally. Seek but 
to gather tfieui or their children into the Sab¬ 
bath school, nnd the Penitentiary stares you 
in the face." Is proof needed? It is at hand. 
In conversation with the Superintendent of 
the Presbyterian Sabbath school, I remarked 
to him. “I see no colored persons in your 
school.” “Do none attend?” “0 no,” said 
he, “that will not he tolerated here”—“beside 
it is against our laws.”

What is Law? 

This is the subject of chap. 1; nnd he de¬ 
fines it to be, “the rule, principle, obligation 
or requirement of natural justice." The term 
always implies an “unalterable principle,’ 
when wc spenk of the laws of the mind—laws 
of nature—laws of motion—laws of light, &c. 
so moral laws are universal principles. “Tbo 
very idea of law originates in men’s natural 
ights. There is no other standard by which 
civil law can be measured.” Natural law is 
therefore the supreme and only law—there 
can be no other. It recognizes the validity 
of all contracts which men have n natural 
right to make, and which justice requires 
should be fulfilled. Constitutional contracts of 
government are obligatory only so far as they 
are consistent with natural rights: nnd when 
they violate these they are as vicious and as 
utterly void as contracts between individuals. 
Governments themselves are but associations 
of individuals. And here we must be per¬ 
mitted to quote a passage of transparent 
truth and perspicuity, which will be admitted 
by all who believe in the Divine government, 
er existence. 

“If two individuals enter into a contract to 
commit trespass, theft, robbery or murder up¬ 
on a third, the contract is unlawtul and void, 
simply because it is a contract to violate nat¬ 
ural justice, or men’s natural rights. If two 
nations enter into a treaty, thut they will unite 
plundering, enslaving or destroying a third,

and that an unlawful coutract for the estab¬ 
lishment of government, is as unlawful and 
void as any other coutract to do injustice. 

No oaths, which judicial or other officers 
may take, to carry out and support uu unlaw¬ 
ful coutract or constitution ot government, 
of any moral obligation. Jt is immoral to 
take suelt oaths, and it is criminal to fulfill 
them. They are, both iu morals and law, 
like the oaths which individual pirates,thieves 
aud bandits give to their confederates, as un 
assurance of their fidelity to the purposes for 
which they ure associated. No man bus any 
•al right to assume such oaths; they 
pose no obligation upon those who do ussume 
them; they afford no moral justification for 
official acts, in themselves unjust, done 
pursuance of them. 

If these doctrines are correct, then those 
contracts of government, stule and national, 
which we call constitutions, are void, and un¬ 
lawful, so far us they purport to authorize, 
(if any of them do authorize,) any thing in 
violation of natural justice, or the nutural 
rights of any man or class of men whatsoev¬ 
er. And all judicial tribuuuls ure bound, by 
the highest obligations thut cun rest upon 
them, to declare thut these contracts, in nil 
such particulars, (if any such there be,) are 
void, and not law. Aud all agents, legisla¬ 
tive, executive, judiciul and popular, who ( 
voluntarily lend their uid to the execution of j 
any of the unlawful purposes of the govern¬ 
ment, are ns much personally guilty, accord-
